over thirty years. When the 
first World War broke loose, the 
Irish refused to fight what they 
termed "a British War for Bri- 
Ish gain." The British threat- 
ened reprisals. Ireland shout- 
ed back, from the mouth of 
Eamon deValera, Its new young 
insurgent, "If you want us 'to 
fight your 1 war,, you'll have, to 
have one with us flrst." ; , 

Easter of 1016 saw open street 
fighting breaking . out in down- 
town Dublin between English 
troops stationed in Ireland and 
Irish patriots. The Easter Re- 
bellion, as It was later called, 
-was suppressed by the British, 
with notable Irish rebels, Patrick 
Ii. Pease and Roger Casement, 
along with many others being 
executed. These executions in- 
censed the Irish so miSch that 
they resorted to forming a sec- 
ret army,- the IRA, that was 
made up of civilian-clad lighters, 
who worked peacefully during 
the day In the city or farm, and 
at night, stalked the' country 
roads and the candle-lit streets 
of Dublin in search of English 
troops to snipe at. - 

The British, stubborn-willed 
themselves into Ireland even 
though their armies were being 
expended in France to combat 
the German hordes of tllnden- 
burg and Ludendorff. They 
refused to relinquish claim to 
the island and the undeclared 
war went on, finally subsiding 
to monthly raiding parties by 
about 1020. 

The English, their war won 
and their armies returned, add- 
ed pressure to the obstinate 
Irish by again increasing taxes, 
setting up ridiculous curfews, 
patrolling the streets in armored 
cars, and, in general, "hanging 
men and women for the wearing 
of the green." With money 
made available in Ireland's fam- 
ine-stricken and depression-hit 
system of economy, the English 
induced Irishmen, desperate, 
for financial support, to join 
their -ranks. The "Black and 
Tan," an army of Irishmen wear- 
ing black and tan uniforms 
fought their own families in the 
streets. The institution of this 
army which was pitted against 
the IRA, caused the 1022 Civil 
War in Ireland. 

The Irish . Republican Army 
came, like the vanguard of Rich- 
ard Coeur de-Lion's crusaders, 
to the aid of the oppressed peo- 
ple of Ireland. Its ranks swelled. 
Heroes such as Michael Collins, 
deValera, Rory O'Connor vault- 
ed from the darkness of their 
revolution to the dizzy heights 
of fanatic admiration. Collins 
led the Irish army that defeated 
the English and their "shanty- 
Irish" mercenaries in the South 
and died one murky night at the 
hands of his own over-zealous 
men. O'Connor, with a motley 
band of patriots, took Four 
Courts, an English government 
building, and held it for days 
against the English under Win- 
ston Churchill. When it fell, 
he was taken to a stone wall and 
shot down before his country- 
men who were compelled to 
watch. DeValera fled to Amer- 
ica. The Civil War looked lost 
to the Irish, but the strain had 
been too much for the British 
Empire. They allowed the Irish 
the freedom they bo desperate 
ly fought for. Ulster, the sec 
tlon of Ireland to the north 
which comprised six counties: 
Antrim, Armagh, Deny, Down, 
Fermanagh, and Tyrone with Its 
capital In Belfast, was to re 
main. under English rule, how 
ever.

Most of the Irish accepted this 
proposition. Everyone, that, is, 
except the Irish Republican 
Army, ..They continued to rebel 
against the English edict which 
severed their country in two. 
Even when Ireland became a full 
Republic in 1937. the IRA was 
still active and found strong sup- 
port. 

For decades to the present, 
young men joined the secret 
ranks of the IRA, forced under- 
ground by its own government. 
Ven deValera, one of Its original 
leaders and now president of 
Ireland, outlawed the move- 
ment. All the pleadings and 
threats for the six counties to 
the iforth went unavailed. 

In the throes of an unambi- 
tious and lackadasical peace, the 
IRA drifted into and through 
the fifties heaped with scornful 
ridicule. Some people called 
them "that crazy army," "those 
foolish boys with pistols in their 
hands," "the idiot patriots." Ire- 
land had settted for half of a 
country. 

Finally, in resignation and 
bitterness, the Irish Republican 
Army laid down Its arms last 
month. And so, one of the long- 
est wars in history has ended.

and many more were expected 
to leave the low-level Liberty- 
ville Estates. She expressed 
growing concern ovor the possi- 
ble flood situation in the Anti- 
och area and requested that 
preparations be made to com- 
bat the possible flood conditions 
liorc. 

After wading through . a laby- 
rinth of state and federal offices, 
via the telephone, I an Antioch 
News reporter finally contacted 
a Mr. Zednick, who is responsi- 
ble for control of the McHenry 
Locks, which regulate the water 
level of the Fox River. 

Zednick reported that a tre- 
mendous Increase of the water 
level had been ascertained be- 
low the locks. Ho attributed 
this Increase to the fact that the 
river's ico had bottlcncckcd 
without breaking up. 

The locks, which are open 
year-round, have not been low- 
ered because of the sluggish 
breakup of ice and increase of 
water below the locks, Tito con- 
dition south of the locks stretch- 
es all the way to Algonquin. 
Zednick stated that the con- 
trollers of the locks must 
equalize the water flow." In the 
final analysis, he said that the 
bottom (south of the locks) 
would not be allowed to flood. 

This may mean, perhaps, that 
the upper portions of the river 
and adjoining lakes, will be al- 
lowed to flood In order to pro- 
tect a larger and greater popu- 
lated area to the south.
